‘‘This town has special features; it is a beauti¬ 
ful community,” said Keith Kjelstrom, state assist¬ 
ant project director of Main Street, last Wednesday, 
when Kjelstrom spent the day interviewing city 
principals and members of the various Main Street 
and Chamber of Commerce committees. 

He announced that he believed the unified Mam 
Street/Chamber stance, now in the process in Sierra 
Madre, will “be more effective and add to an effi¬ 
cient organization.” 

He noted that the image of Main Street has 
grown over time and has increased its positive image. 
“1 am very impressed with the dedicatedness and 

active energy (of all the volunteers). 

He said that he planned to use the Wistaria 
Fete of this year (which grew 10-told over previous 
years) as a model event for other Main Street pro¬ 
grams. “You took an existing asset and turned it into 
an event with 40 volunteers. 

He told the Promotion Committee, “I’m glad 
you are focusing on quality rather than quantity. 
That is good strategy. There are many new prorno- 
tions available. Be careful how many you take on.” 

Concerning the Design Council of Main Street, 
Kjelstrom said, “1 see you have seven facade re- 
habs over the past year which represents $15,000. 
There are two building rehabs of $5800 and a new 
building at $300,000. 1 see public improvements 
in the parking lots of over $500,000 in a typical 
small town urban design. Your most notable accom¬ 
plishment is your developmental activity, your design 


guidelines. 1 hope to see them used in downtown 
Sierra Madre. You have worked very hard. I see that 
you folks and the promo group meet weekly. That 
is a high level of interest.” 

Kjelstrom also said, “The DRC (Design Review 
Committee) is a leader in design for the city. It 
has a very important function and has talented 
individuals in that committee. The group will en¬ 
hance the quality of life for property owners and 
the city. These are encouraging, exciting times.” 

He believes that the URM building ordinance 
is major for Sierra Madre. 

He addressed the Economic Restructuring divi¬ 
sion of Main Street by reviewing that 13 businesses 
were out last year; however, there were 32 new 
businesses in town. Job increases equaled 52 with 31 
leaving. 

Out of 15 new businesses, seven were still 
remaining. So far, he noted, we were on the plus side 
with all three divisions. 

Out of 35 jobs, 14 were still left, with a 21 
new increase, indicating a strong economy in Sierra 
Madre. 

“Concerning the ERA city-funded study, you 
need to use and build strategies from that report. 
You’re charged to use that information,” he told 
the group. 

Kjelstrom’s recommendations follow: 

Organization: 

_Continue to coordinate efforts with other groups, 

build alliances.

— Recruit volunteers from diverse community sec¬ 
tors. Don’t over-emphasize merchant participa¬ 
tion. 

— Look for volunteer management to make up a 
total system of training and evaluating where their 
effort fits into a greater effort for the town. 

— Membership in Main Street and the chamber pro- 
vides.an access point to constituencies. Dues payors 
pay more attention, he noted.

This is the first in a series about Sierra Madre’s 
water supply and how the city is handling any 
possible problems. Ed. 

The Raymond Basin which holds Sierra Madre s 
water supply is showing the effects of the prolonged 
drought afflicting all of California. 

The Raymond Basin Management Board has 
asked all of its users to voluntarily cut their water 
consumption by 10 percent and the City Council 
at its last meeting adopted a resolution calling for 
residents to voluntarily cut their water use by that 
amount. 

Sierra Madre has no other source of water to rely 
on. We’ve never needed additional water and being 
“on our own” has never seemed really crucial, but 
as of now the matter appears to be getting a bit 
“dicey.” 

At this point the council plans to review the vol¬ 
untary program in six months and consider manda¬ 


tory measures it conservation is falling short of the 
10 percent goal. Review may be instituted sooner if 
a severe drought situation is declared by the San 
Gabriel Valley Management District. 

Various methods of conserving water sug¬ 
gested in the City Council resolution included repair 
of leaky plumbing fixtures, installation of water¬ 
saving and low-flow devices, full-load-only dish and 
laundry washing, running of water for rinsing 
in the shower and in shaving and brushing teeth, 
garden water conservation, mulching of plants, use 
of water-conserving landscaping, utilizing a bucket 
for washing vehicles and sweeping instead of hosing 
down parking areas and driveways. 

The Sierra Madre Beautification Committee is 
presenting a series of articles on water conservation 
in gardens svhich The News is publishing as a com¬ 
munity service.

Several residents who were in attendance at the 
council roeeting in which conservation measures 
were requested of citizens by the city suggested that 
the city itself practice better conservation measures 
in connection with use of water on various con- 
struct.on projects and in parks and recreation areas. 
They expressed the feeling that the city should serve 
as an example, rather than practicing measures 
which they felt were wasteful. 

In a series of articles on our current water prob¬ 


lems, we will take a look at various ways we can 
secure additional water if the drought continues. 

We will review the history of our membership in 
the San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District, 
including the amount of monies paid by Sierra Mad¬ 
reans over the 31 years of our membership, look 
at why the district still has no way to furnish us 
with added water, and what is, or is not being planned 
to provide us at long last with the benefits for 
which we have paid millions of dollars. 

We will look at how various councilmembers 
view this situation, as well as our representative to 
the district, Charles 1. Corp, and what they envi¬ 
sion as possible solutions. 

We will also look at various plans to get extra 
water credit from the San Gabriel Basin in which 
we have no rights, but which benefits from water we 
spread and subsequently percolates down into the 
lower basin. 

And we will take a look at other possible 
sources of added water, such as provision by the Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District, which has a pipeline run¬ 
ning under Grandview .Ave., Mayor George Maur¬ 
er’s idea of drilling additional water tunnels, or 
a suggestion for utilizing Bailey Canyon water. 

If the drought continues, there is little doubt 
that Sierra \ladre will soon be lacing a water crisis, 
and supplemental water will become a necessity. 
Even the most drastic of conservation measures can 
only achieve so much. The time to secure a source 
for that extra water is now. Further postpone¬ 
ment has truly become a game ot Russian roulette, 
since we cannot survive without water.

Fireworks banned 


Recycling nets $5809 for eight weeks 


from Sierra Madre 


All fireworks, including safe and sane, are ille¬ 
gal in the city of Sierra Madre, Arcadia, and Mon¬ 
rovia. The use of any type of fireworks will 
result in arrest. Possession of any illegal fireworks 
will result in arrest or citation, according to the 
Sierra Madre Fire Dept. 

Fireworks are extremely dangerous to persons 
and property. Each year they injure hundreds of 
persons and cause many fires. 

Sparklers, which are often found in the hands 
of children, burn at a maiming rate of 30(X) degrees 
F. One string of firecrackers packs the explosive 
power of at least three sticks of dynamite.

'an Naylar warn all citizens of the city of Sierra 
vladre not to use any fireworks this Fourth of July 
noliday season. 


According to Laurie Cooper, recycling chair¬ 
man and member of the Parks and Recreation 
Commission, Western Waste (the city’s trash com¬ 
pany) estimates that Sierra Madre has reduced its 
landfill trash by from 8 to 10 percent.

The total revenue will be divided between West¬ 
ern Waste and the city of Sierra Madre and the 
city will refund its share to the residents at the end 
of 1990. 


“Unfortunately, 2.39 tons of recyclable trash 
was put into the orange recycling bins,” said Cooper. 
“Remember, we can only recycle newspapers (no 
magazines, junk mail, etc.), all glass, only aluminum 
cans (no foil, pie pans, etc.), tin cans and plastic 
bottles.” 

Cooper reported that participation has been 
good but recycling can be improved. “If you have 
any problems with recycling, call Oliver Dablo at 
city hall, 355-7135. If your residence is a condo¬ 
minium or apartment, you can participate by get¬ 
ting your orange bin at city hall and putting it 
out on the curb on the day that others in your neigh¬ 
borhood do,” Cooper advised. 

She said, “You still have the option of recycling 
through the Sierra Madre Environmental Action 
Council recycling center, with the money going to 
your church, school or just as an individual.” 

Cooper concluded, “Recycle — f's good for the 
environment and good economics.” 
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Main Street 
update 

During the past week, Keith Kjd- 
strom, assistant to Pat Noyes, manager. 
Main Street, visited Sierra Madre. He 
noted that Sierra Madre, as a sdf- 
initiated city, was doing extremely wdl. 

California Main Street will initiate 
a new downtown restoration program 
targeting larger, urban commumties 
within California, the Department of 
Commerce has announced. 

Under the Urban Pilot Program, 
two cities with populations more than 
50,000 will be selected through a com¬ 
petitive application process this year. 
Designated areas will receive technical 
assistance and training from the state 
for three years in downtown revitalization 
strategies. 

Pat Noyes, manager of Commerce’s 
Main Street Program, said the sttte will 
consider only those cities that intend to 
put a permanent program in place. 
“That is the point of the sute’s training 
services — to help the community to 
gear up for the long term,” Noyes said. 

Noyes feds the new program serves 
to create a balanced strategy for Main 
Street. “Small communities are our first 
priority; however, we have an oppor¬ 
tunity now to address intense urban 
issues that concern cities of all sizes. 

In working with and studying urban en¬ 
vironments, we can develop the most 
effective strategies to help all com¬ 
munities.” 

California Main Street was initiated 
in 1986 to breathe new life in downto^^ 
areas of cities and commumties with 
populations under 50,000. Fifteen 
demonstration cities selected through 
1988 continue to run active progr^s 
and receive state services. In addition, 

18 communities have started their own 
independent programs. 

Nationally, approximately 80 per¬ 
cent of the more than 600 cities and 
communities that have initiated a Main 
Street program are still active.

There is nothing inherently wrong with 
what has been going on, or as some point out, 
what has not been going on. What’s good 
or better is dependent upon your point of view. 
Reality has a way of creating controversy. 
For instance, some business people and poli¬ 
ticians don’t seem to recognize the relationship 
between their desire for more retail and the 
uniqueness of downtown. 

Since the first tin lizzy chugged down Main 
Street USA, parking has been perceived as a 
problem. Too much, too little and always in the 
wrong location. The days of going out back and 
converting pasture into parking lots have been 
gone nearly 100 years, but we still insist on 
attempting to use that mentality to address park- 

Councilwoman MacGillivray suggests that 
this issue is "a dragon that needs to be brought 
out and slayed.” 1 agree. Most successful dra¬ 
gon slayers need at least two things: the right 
weapon and an abundance of courage. In this 
case, I suggest two more ingredients. They are 
facts and debate. 

But, before the facts are trotted out and 
the debate begins, there needs to be some mind 
set changes. A favorite buzz word today is 
creative.” We need creative financing, creative 
planning, creative problem solving. To me, 
that means the blinders have to come off. 
Misunderstood concepts have to be clarified. 
The unusual must become commonplace. Old 
solutions have to be given a new twist, or 
thrown out altogether in favor of realistic 
answers. If downtown Sierra Madre is to move 
in a positive forward direction it’s time for 
bigger, bolder steps. It’s time to summon 
up our courage and begin slaying not just 
one dragon, but the whole herd.

1 have to confess this week 1 am suffer¬ 
ing from reader’s block. It is one of those 
times when 1 pick up a book and the words 
never quite stay in forcus for very long. 1 put 
the book down, thumb through some news¬ 
papers and magazines. The same thing 
starts to happen. I get up and make another 
cup of coffee or 1 do the dishes. 

Temporary attention deficit disorder for 
the written word. It will pass, but caught in 
the middle of my malady have been two books 
on the writing process by a couple of super- 
naturally gifted writers. 

The books are Annie Dillard’s "The Writ¬ 
ing Life” and Ray Bradbury’s “Zen in the Art 
of Writing” subtitled "Essays on Creativitv.” 

Dillard became well-known in the mid- 
’70s with “Pilgrim of Tinker Creek” and since 
then has written six other books. Her critical 
acclaim simply shines, and for this reason 1 
keep trying to read her. This week 1 have 
come to the conclusion that we must write 
from opposite sides of our brain. Sometimes 
it feels as if 1 am trying to read a foreign 
language. I know it is beautiful, but it’s diffi¬ 
cult to enter. 

Ray Bradbury, on the other hand, draws 
you in like a firecracker. His optimism and 


enthusiasm lights up the room. Where Dillard 
focuses you in like a microscope, Bradbury’s 
language dances you far into the twilight zone. 
His gift is to glow in dark. “1 did it and so 
can you,” he seems to say in these essays 
of indulgence and encouragement. 

If there is a common theme in these 
stylistically different “letters” that attempt to 
penetrate the writing process, it is: “To thine 
own self be true.” Both Dillard and Bradbury 
have discovered what makes themselves tick 
as writers and herein attempt to show the read¬ 
er some of the inside clockwork. 

Yet for all of their profundity and fecun¬ 
dity, I couldn’t make it from cover to cover 
with either of them. During my reader’s block 
my own clockwork got in the way. 

It is like being introduced to two fascinating 
people during an awkward moment, they’re 
standing before you but your mind is in the 
Land of Oz. And when they shake your hand, 
you have to say with great embarrassment, 
“Now what did you say your names were 
again?” 

Nevertheless, 1 am passing their names on 
(and their books) onto you. If you want to hear 
their innermost secrets they’re willing to tell 
you now in broad daylight.

It was a pleasure 
to see “Phantom of the 
Opera” again, to admire 
the way in which scenery 
can become very much a 
part of the action, and to 
see Robert Guillaume as 
the Ahmanson’s new 
Phantom. Michael 
Crawford he isn’t, 
but Crawford is unique, 
able to be seductive, 
terrifying and piti¬ 
ful all at once. Guillaume 
can do them separately, 
he has a fine voice, 
and those who cannot 
make the comparison 
should be quite satis¬ 
fied. Dale Kristien gets, 
and deserves, more of 
the emphasis now, and 
her voice is just as 
thrilling as the plot de¬ 
mands. The deftly hand¬ 
led comedy comes across 
better than when you 
are just waiting for the 
ghost to reappear, and 
the performance seems 
more balanced. (Maybe 
1 just had better seats.) 

“Phantom” will never 
stand comparison to the 
major achievements of 
the American lyric thea¬ 
ter. There are three musi¬ 
cal themes, just three, 
orchestrate them how 
you will. But as a visual¬ 
ization of Victorian-style 
mystery it is certainly a 
theatrical accomplish¬ 


ment. 

“Phantom” runs in¬ 
definitely at the Ahman- 
son Theater in L.A. It’s 
expensive, but if mood 
and spectacle enchant 
you, it’s worth it. 

Pasadena’s Company 
of Friends, at the Mira- 
monte Hotel, have come 
up with a carefully 
crafted illusion of reality 
in Ben Hecht’s famous 
“The Front Page.” It is 
a 1928 tribute to the 
newspaper business of 
the period, a style to 
which the National En¬ 
quirer is a contempor¬ 
ary throwback, dedicated 
to scandal and sensa¬ 
tionalism. 

A half dozen tough 
newspapermen are 
gathered in a prison 
press room waiting for 
the execution of a mur¬ 
derer. Hildy Johnson, 
a young and energetic 
“star reporter’’ an¬ 
nounces his intention to 
quit the newspaper busi¬ 
ness and get married. 
His bride is waiting in a 
taxi with her mother. 
Then the murderer es¬ 
capes and the reporters 
dash to cover the story. 
Can Hildy ignore the 
excitement and get on 
with his plans? Guess. 

The tale, though 
dated, is a classic, and

the Friends Company 
have given it the res¬ 
pect it deserves with 
a wonderfully detailed 
set, accurate cost¬ 
umes and highly 
professional, well-cast 
actors. If the jokes 
were more hilarious in 
1928, they are still pretty 
funny, and the whole 
thing is a neat glimpse 
of another era. 

Jay Richardson makes 
a wonderfully believable 
Hildy, just crude and 
just attractive enough to 
hold your sympathy. 
Amanda Maxwell, as 
his potential bride, has 
enough character and 
charm to survive her inter¬ 
mittent appearances, as 
has Lynn Cartwright as 
her indigent mother. 
Everybody looks exactly 
right, especially Tom 
Crowl as a slippery 
mayor. Robert Ruth as a 
domineering editor, and 
Joel Weiss as the fright¬ 
ened fugitive. Then there 
are the varied reporters. 


Derek Loughran as 
the wimpy one, and 
Bob Cady, Dennis 
Madden, Arnold 
Weiss and Alvin Silver 
as the card players. They 
wrote for big casts in 
those pre-Equity days and 
everybody is good. 

It’s great to see a 
group of this quality 
thriving in Pasadena.

The Basement Theater 
has opened a production 
of Bernard Shaw’s 
“.Arms and the Man,” 
one of Shaw’s earlier and 
easier plays, which, like 
many of Shaw’s works, 
starts out on a roman¬ 
tic melodrama track only 
to be derailed by GBS’s 
firm grasp on reality. Al¬ 
though the world mostly 
agrees today with 
Shaw’s scorn of the idea 
of war as heroic and ro¬ 


mantic, his reasoning and 
his juxtapositions are 
still entertaining, his 
witty lines are classic 
and his characters inter¬ 
estingly complicated. 

The acting is mostly 
excellent with Nancy 
Elicon-Handler as a most 
attractive and expressive 
Raina, Kathleen Moon 
as her co-conspirator 
mother, and veteran 
Frank Vrlich as an appro¬ 
priately earthy father. 
David Hammerbeck 
poses nobly as the ro¬ 
mantic Sergius. Patri¬ 
cia Marina seems to 
think she is playing 
Carman as an impudent 
servant girl, and Ste¬ 
phan Morrow as the cru¬ 
cial Swiss mercenary 
poses a problem. He is 
an excellent, even com¬ 
pelling physical actor, 
and his first scene, as 
he tries to escape from 
his pursuers, is as real¬ 
istically and humorously 
done as 1, a Shaw fan, 
have ever seen it. But in 
that same scene, it is hard 
to understand a single 
word he says. Both speed 
and enunciation keep the 
audience from hearing 
the lines that set up the 
story. Things improve in 
calmer scenes but only 
somewhat. The delivery 
is appropriately natural, 


but only the old phrase 
gets through. Surely an 
actor of Morrow’s exper¬ 
ience can remedy this in 
subsequent performances. 
Shaw’s lines were not 
written to be thrown 
away. 

Another problem is 
the designers’ assump¬ 
tion that this little 
tale could happen in 
Oz or Wonderland, 
judging from the cos¬ 
tumes and set. This atti¬ 
tude toward war is part 
of a particular time 
and situation, the 
reality is also a par¬ 
ticular time and turn of 
thought, and while the 
attitude lingers in 
some places and people 
today, it is, and deserves 
to be exposed as, a 
complete anachronism in 
a real, not a fantasy, 
world. 

In a laudable attempt 
at style, director Simon 
Kazangian has been 
led astray.

— Enhance the visibility of board leaders. 

— Continue the quarterly progress report sessions 
with the City Council. 

— Diversify the funding base. 

— Explore BlDs (city assessment districts) in depth 
since their strategies are intensive. Needed is a compre¬ 
hensive campaign. It is politically complex. Poll 
areas that have BlDs. Hire a consultant to help 
put one together. 

Other sources of funds would be volunteer BlDs, 
memberships, resident membership options, long¬ 
time city funding agreements, fund-raisers, profit¬ 
able promos. 

Promotion: 

— Continue to build bridges and partnerships with 
other groups. 

— Encourage downtown as a staging area. 

— Consider a farmers’ market. 

— Continue to stress quality, not quantity. 

— Use marketing information/demographics to 
plan and target events and advertising. 

— Publish a promotion calendar. 

— Consider an annual promotional package. 

— Enhance cooperative advertising efforts. 

— Promote uniform store hours. 

— Explore corporate sponsorships. 

— Publish a newsletter. 

— Try block captains to ‘‘get the word out.” 

Design: 

— Develop support for adopting and enforcement 
of building and sign design guidelines.
